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Abbot Academy Project 
Awaits Word From ZBA

After a lengthy search to find the 
right architect, the Abbot Academy 
Hall renovation project is back on 
track, Phillips Academy officials 
said. 

“Everything is going fine,” said 
Neil Cullen, chief financial officer 
for Phillips. “I still feel very good 
about this project.’ 

After a five-month selection proc- 
ess, the academy chose the Boston- 
based CBT architectural firm last 
month and recently reviewed the 
first drawings of what is anticipated 
to be a $10 million to $12 million ren- 
ovation job. 

If PA receives town Zoning Board 
of Appeals approval, the old girls’ 
school, which closed in 1973, will be 
converted into rental apartments 
and commercial office space. 

Currently, the school is negotiat- 
ing lease terms with the Northeast 
Document Conservation Center, a 
records preservation company, and 
the Andover Childrens Center, a day 
care facility. 

Cullen anticipates bringing reno- 
vation plans before the ZBA in Feb- 
ruary with construction to begin 
shortly afterwards, if approved. 

Project developer Rufus Choate 
and Associates is optimistic about 
putting the project funding together. 

President Elaine Finbury said the 
renovation will be funded through 
two separate mortgage packages: a

long-term, fixed rate loan for the 
apartments in the Draper Hall build- 
ing with funding being sought from 
federal and state sources and short- 
er term financing for the office 
space. 

Finbury expects no problems 
qualifying for a 20 percent tax break 
given to historic renovation projects 
from the state. The state incentive 
program is essential for the renova- 
tion to be profitable, said Finbury.

Consultants Address Planners 


A proposition to appoint a blue 
ribbon committee of Andover offi- 
cials to oversee the capital im- 
provement program highlighted a 
presentation from a town-hired con- 
sultant to the Planning Board Tues- 
day night. 

The MMA Consulting Group, a 
consulting firm brought in by the 
town last summer to look at ways to 
improve the capital projects agenda, 
suggested a permanent staff com- 
mittee be set in place to advise and 
set priorities. 

The committee could be com- 
posed of the directors, or represen- 
tatives of, the departments of public 
works, finance, planning, schools 
and the town manager’s office, said 
Bob Curtis of MMA. 

Curtis told the board he felt the 
committee should also establish a 
program to set up a channel for feed- 
back from the appointed boards, 
such as the Finance Committee and 
planning department.

and the board included developing a 
computer-generated spread sheet 
analysis of the capital im- 
provements program and setting up 
an annual review of the plan, which 
generally runs on five- to 10-year 
cycles. 

The board took no action on the 
discussion item, but was generally 
supportive of MMA suggestions. 

In future months, MMA will be 
taking a close look at the program. 
The firm will do an overall assess- 
ment of town assets, look at the costs 
and financing of current and future 
projects and develop a timetable for 
public works. 

During its evaluation process, the 
consulting firm will be working ex- 
tensively with key town officials to 
develop recommendations. 

Eventually, MMA plans to report 
on the current status of the capital 
improvements program and provide 
a five-year plan detailing the town’s 
fiscal condition and setting a sched- 
ule for public works projects. 


Criteria Outlined 


eThe student must exhibit lead- 
ership skills; this information would 
be supplied by a club adviser.

Last year the 
Logo programming 
language was intro- 
duced to all third- 
grade students. Third-grade teachers 
spent many hours developing educational 
materials that not only helped students to 
learn the language, but also helped stu- 
dents to use this language in other subject 
areas. Evelyn Wrobel, a third-grade tea- 
cher at West Elementary, allowed her 
students to use the program to develop a 
project on the planets. Many other teach- 
ers throughout the system developed 
materials that were used in their class- 
rooms. This year the Logo curriculum is 
expanding into the fourth grade and a 
similar enthusiasm is being shown by 
fourth-grade teachers. 

Logo is a computer language that al- 
lows users to create geometric shapes 
and Gengne using simple programming 
commands. Seymor Papert, a computer 
scientist at MIT, invented this powerful 
tool so that students could have control 
over their computer environment. The 
language itself is powerful and complex 
but its ease of use excites students to cre- 
ate complicated designs and encourages 
sound problem-solving techniques. Stu- 
dents don’t even realize they’re devel- 
oping critical thinking skills as they 
attempt to move the turtle to make pic- 
tures on the screen. 

The goal of the schools’ computer plan 
is to have students in grades three, four 
and five become proficient with this pro- 
gramming tool. It not only develops good 
thinking skills but can be integrated into 
other subject areas. It also gives students 
a positive sxperience using the computer. 

Last June an in-service course was of- 
fered to all fourth-grade teachers to intro- 
duce the language of Logo. Nina Lasch, 
Evelyn Wrobel, Joan Robins and I team- 
taught an introductory course. Last Au- 
gust all fourth-grade teachers were eligi- 
ble to take an intensive week-long

Logo 
could be used to. help study the 
relationships of mathematical figures 
and the measurement of lines and angles, 
create architectural drawings of schools 
and homes and learn about the Cartesian 
plane. Logo could also be used to design 
animal habitats, animal tracks and dino- 
suars, flags from various nations (in con- 
junction with studying different cultures) 
and maps depicting historical events in 
the Colonial period. The versatility of this 
language enables it to be easily used in 
diverse subject areas. 

Two other Logo-related subjects being 
looked at this year are Lego Logo and Lo- 
gowriter. In-service courses are being

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Educators Impressed By Town Schools 


By Richard Evans 


Judging from the distances traveled by 
educators inspecting the Andover school 
system in the past year, it would appear 
that Andover is gaining not only a nation- 
al but an international reputation in the 
field of education. 

Visiting educators have come from 
North Carolina, Rhode Island, Thailand, 
Scotland and, most recently, as far way 
as Australia. The Andover school sys- 
tem’s strong academic standards and in- 
novative programs have been the main 
attractions. 


After getting approval from Assistant 
Superintendent Lois Haslam, visiting ed- 
ucators to the high school spend an inter- 
view session with Wilbur Hixon, the high 
school’s principal. They are then given 
free latitude to inspect the building, sit in 
on classes and investigate science and 
computer labs. The visitors have an op- 
portunity to review the syllabus of va- 
rious programs, including the established 
goals and objectives set by individual de- 
partments. 

The most recent visitor, Alison Lyons, 
an educator from Queensland, Australia, 
spent several days touring the school sys- 
tem and talking to administrators and 
staff about some of their more innovative 
changes. These innovations include the 
new English department writing lab pro- 
gram, interdisciplinary team-taught elec- 
tives and humanities course offering. 
Lyons concluded her visit by sitting in on 
a Paedia seminar conducted by the teach- 
ing staff at the high school library annex. 


Hixon said he has heard from the edu- 
cators who visited the school and their 
comments paralleled Lyons’ obser- 
vations. 

The most often repeated observation 
was the one pertaining to the tremendous 
respect the staff and students seem to 
accord one another. ‘“The feeling of mu- 

‘tual respect was immediately palpable 
within the first hour of being within the 
building,’ Lyons said. 

A second common denominator be- 
tween Lyons’ comments and those of pre- 
vious visitors was that students appeared 
to be strongly challenged. High expecta- 
tions were sét for staff and students 
throughout the school.

Disenfranchised 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN;: 

As a citizen, disabled person and 
disability advocate, I was appalled 
when I voted today and discovered 
that there was no wheelchair-acces- 
sible voting booth at the Andover Se- 
nior Center. While voting during the 
primary, I discovered that while 
there was an accessible booth, there 
was no voting machine in it. Elec- 
tions personnel told me that if they 
saw someone in a wheelchair or if 
someone asked, they would find a 
machine. Today, for the presidential 
election, there wasn’t even the emp- 
ty voting booth. 

Voting access is the constitutional 
right of every registered voter. Ex- 
ceptions either by request or the re- 
sult of observations are not what the 
law states; that is, the same access 
provided to other voters without spe- 
cial permission or request. The civil 
rights of persons with disabilities is 
not a matter of public largess—it’s 
the law. 

Andover needs some conscious- 
ness-raising in the area of disability 
sensitivity. The original entrance to 
Memorial Hall Library is not acces- 
sible. The Massachusetts Architec- 
tural Access Board regulations 
require that all primary entrances 
to public buildings, either newly-con- 
structed or substantially-renovated, 
be accessible. How much thought is 
required to realize that a person us- 
ing a manual wheelchair could not 
navigate the Essex Street hill in ei- 
ther direction without extreme peril, 
if at all? Regardless of that com- 
mon-sense fact, the inaccessible en- 
trance on Main Street is in violation 
of the state access laws. 


The town of Andover has much to 
be proud of: its fine schools, good 
government, community involve- 
ment and concern. Andover’s volun- 
tary compliance with the laws and 
regulations ensuring the rights of 
disabled citizens is not, however, yet 
a rnatter to be added to that list.

cemetery since last June, when an engi- 
neer said the church was unsafe. 

A water spot on the ceiling of the 
church was the first indication that there 
was a lise) said Warren Lewis, chair- 
man of the church restoration committee. 

After investigation, Structural Techno- 
logies, an engineering firm, determined 
that a roof truss—part of the roof’s wood- 
en structure—and one of the eight sup- 
porting beams below the belfry were 
weak and in need of repair. 

The spire had to be removed in order to 
Start restoration work, said Lewis. Fur- 
thermore, its removal will enable parish- 
ioners to return to the church for services 
as a temporary roof will cover the belfry, 
the lower half of the steeple. 

While there doesn’t seem to be a prob- 
lem with the spire itself, it will he investi- 

gated while it’s on the groun:. 

Restoration activities will aiiect more 
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than just the church. The restoration 
committee is considering some altera- 
tions to the vestry, located next to the 
church, said Lewis. And restoration of the 
ceremonial arch leading into the West 
Parish Cemetery and the chapel within 
the cemetery are also being considered, 
he said. 

In 1826 it cost $5,500 to build West Par-

Warrior Girls Soccer Edge

From the start Andover High girls’ var- 
sity soccer coach Dick Loschi knew it 
‘wasn’t going to be easy. 

“We came into this season with a lot of 
pressure on us,” he noted. ‘“‘Some people 
said last year (state Division 1 co-cham- 
pions) was a fluke, that we couldn’t do it 


again. 

“But the girls wouldn’t let it happen. 
They wouldn’t let the pressure get to 
them. 

“We had no great players. No super- 
stars and no big scorers.

North title game. 

Previously-invincible Andover thus fin- 
ished two games shy of the state final, 
with A-B scheduled to face EMass. Divi- 
sion 1 South Sectional winner Foxboro 
High in the state semifinals yesterday. 

AHS, undefeated and unscored-upon en 
route to its second consecutive Merri- 
mack Valley Conference title, had white- 
washed Framingham North (3-0) and 
Winchester (2-0) in tournament play prior 
to facing fired-up Acton-Boxboro. 

The Lady Warriors posted 18 shutouts 
in 21 games, surrendered only four goals 
all season, and had a two-year 30-game 
undefeated streak (26-0-4) snapped with 
the loss to A-B. 

“We quite honestly dominated play 
against Acton-Boxboro, outshooting them

Chris McAnally returned the kick 26 
yards to the Golden Warriors’ 38, and on 
the third play Brucato and Thompson 
hooked up for 62 yards and the tying 
touchdown.

Andover Pupils Score High On Tests 


By Julie M. Barry 


Andover scored _ significantly 
higher than the state and on or 
above target compared to similar 
socioeconomic communities in the 
assessment test given to students in 
grades four, eight and 12 last spring. 

“The scores were excellent,’’ said 
Lois Haslam, assistant superinten- 
dent of curriculum. Haslam said 
they are a good measure of trends in 
the school’s programs. 

The assessment test, mandated 
by the Massachusetts Department of 
Education, is designed to identify 
strengths and weaknesses in a 
school’s curriculum as compared to 
state and similar communities’ sta- 
tistics. 

It doesn’t give information about 
individual students, and the test 
doesn’t measure what is taught at a 
specific grade level. Rather, it cov- 


* ers as much as possible of a subject 


area—reading, mathematics, sci- 
ence and social studies—that stu- 
dents might be expected to learn up 
to their grade level. 

Cities and towns in Massachusetts 
have been classified in one of seven 
categories—kinds of communities. 
This classification considers several 
factors, like household incomes, col- 
lege degrees, property value, com- 
mercial activity and population 
density. 

Andover has been categorized as

an economically-developed suburb. 
It, along with communities, such as 


Brookline, Chelmsford, Marblehead, 
North Andover and Winchester, are 
defined as suberbs with high levels 
of economic activity, social com- 
plexity and relatively high income 
levels. 

Andover’s scores should be com- 
parable with the communities in its 
category. Lower scores indicate a 
weak spot in the curriculum; higher 
scores indicate a strength in the cur- 
riculum. 

Overall, grade four scored signifi- 
cantly higher than averages at both 
the state and similar communities’ 
levels in math, science and social 
studies. The fourth-graders scored 
higher than the state but were com- 
parable to similar districts in read- 
ing. 

Grade eight scored significantly 
higher than both the state and simi- 
lar communities in reading, math 
and social studies. That grade 
scored higher than the state but was 
comparable to similar districts in 
science. 

Grade 12 scored higher than the 
state and within the same range as 
comparable districts in all four sub- 
ject areas. 

Overall, this indicates that And- 
over’s curriculum in all four areas is 
strong.

into more specific topics. For exam- 
ple, study skills was one of four 
areas tested to determine the overall 
English score in grade 12. 

While all of Andover’s scores 
were higher than the state level, it 
did score lower than similar commu- 
nities in a few of these more specific 
topics. 

On the other hand, there were sev- 
eral areas where Andover scored 
higher than similar communities in 
these specific topics. 

The information is used, said Su- 
perintendent of Schools Dr. Kenneth 
Seifert, to investigate ‘“‘what’s going 
on in the real high points and the 
real low points.’’ If it’s necessary, a 
curriculum can be revised, he said. 

The test scores were distributed 
to school principals, who will discuss 
the results with their faculties, Sei- 
fert said. 

During the past three to five 
years, Andover has cut down the 
number of achievement tests given 
to students, explained Seifert, be- 
cause ‘it was telling us the same 
thing...the kids are doing really 
well,” 

Every grade used to be tested an- 
nually, but Seifert said this was a 
costly venture, financially and time- 
wise. Now, Andover administers a 
SCAT Step Test, a national stan- 
dardized achievement test that ex- 
amines individual ability, to grades 
five and eight systemwide.

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AHS: New Policy, 
Accreditation Plans 
Going Smoothly

Implementation of the new smok- 
ing policy and preparation for the 
1990 accreditation are both moving 
along smoothly, according to two 
Andover High School administra- 
tors, who gave updates to the School 
Committee Tuesday night. 

The smoking policy, implemented 
in September, states that use or pos- 
session of tobacco products by stu- 
dents is prohibited, and it limits the 
areas available for faculty smoking. 

This new policy was a response to 
a bill passed by the Massachusetts 
legislature that will prohibit smok- 
ing in all Massachusetts schools ef- 
fective September 1989. 

The school’s ability to enforce this 
policy was questioned by the School 
Committee at a meeting last sum- 
mer. But Andover High Principal 
Wilbur Hixon assured the committee 
then, as he did Tuesday night, that 
enforcement was possible. 

“‘The cooperation of students and 
faculty has been excellent,” Hixon 
said. And he refuted a prior concern 
that the bathrooms would be smoke- 
filled, saying that they were cleaner 
now than before the implementation 
of the new policy.
